Za the fifth paragraph, I suggest that the wording he changed to make 
our secameniation to the Fresident a little legs pressing, It would be 
wetter to heve the first part of that first sentence read: 


"Om the other hand, from its study of the report and in 
light of the present world situation, the Board feels that it 
would be helpful if, at an appropriate opmrtunity, you chose 
te restate to the couwtry and to the world . . ," 


The State Department haa two specific reservations about a public 
statement by the President on the subject of psychological warfare. In 
the first place, we feel that the occasion of such a speech should be 
carefully selected and should be justified by some current event, A 
speech on this subject otherwise night be confusing. In the second place 
we feel, as I am sure you do teo, that public speeches about psycholozical 
warfare operations may in fact impair the effectiveness of those operations, 
Paychological warfare at this tine is such an Antegral part of our foreign 
policy that anything said on the subject aust be weighed carefully to be 
ware that the effect on the foreign palicy would be a beneficial one,
